No. 178 . - An examination for admission to the Indian Navy 
ay Special Entry Cadets will be held by the Union Public 
Service Commission at ALLAHABAD , BANGALORE, 
BOMBAY , CALCUTTA , DELHI, HYDERABAD , JUDUIANA , 
MADRAS , SHILLONG and SRINAGAR , somcime in June 
1959, 


THESE CENTRES ARE LIABLE TO BE CHANGED AT 
THE DISCRETION OF THE COMMISSION . 

2 . Admission to the Indian Navy will be made on the 
results of a written examination to be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission and an interview by a Services 
Selection Board and a Physical Endurance Test. 

3 . The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for 
entry to the Indian Navy on the result of this examination 
will be 5 . This is only a provisional number and is liable 
to alteration . 

Nore . - Candidates, who have applicd for the examination 
for admission to the Military College , must exercise their final 
option before admission to the Indian Navy course. After 
aclmission , thcy will not be considered for admission to the 
Military College, 

4 . A candidate must be an unmarried inale and must either 


5 . Candidates should bc medically fit in all respects for 
service in any part of the world . The standards of medical 
fitness are shown in Appendix I . 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently 
on medical grounds. Candidates are, therefore, adviAed in 
their own interest to get themselves medically examined before 
subinltling their applications, to avoid disappointment at the 
hnal stage . 

A gufficient numbcr of suitable candidates recommended by 
thc Services Selection Board will bc medically examined by a 
Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not declared 
ſit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the Indian 
Navy . Thc very fact that the medical examination has been 
carried out by a Board of Service Doctors will not mean or 
imply that the candidate has been finally selected . The 
results of the Medical Board are confidential and cannot be 
divulged to anyone. The results of candidates declared unfit / 
temporarily unfit arc Intimated to them along with the pro 
cedure for suhmission of fitness certificate and appeal. No 
requests for the results of Medical Board will be entertained 
by the President of the Medical Board . 

6 . Candidates must undertake not to marry until they com 
plete their full training. A candidate who marrick subsequent 
io the date of his application , though successful at this or any 
subsequent examination , will not be selected for training. Á 
cand late who marrles during training shall be discharged and 
will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him by the 
Government. 

7 . Candidates for admission to the examination must have 
been born not carlier than 2nd July 1940 and not later than 
1st July 1942
